The notice convening the meeting and the 
auditors’ report were read by the Secretary 
Mr. F. C. Botting, and the annual report of 
the directors and the accounts being taken ag 


The Chairman said:—Gentlemen, tha 
directors’ report and annual accounts are 
before you, and it is my pleasurable duty te 
submit them for your approval, and jp 
doing so I must refer to the great changes 
since your last annual meeting as well as 
make the customary review of the Society’, 
work and progress during the period. ~ 

The fire account shows a practically sta. 
tionary income at £2,155, 165, the increase 
being only £7,990. ‘The loss ratio works out 
at 1.6 per cent., and, after charging all 
expenses and the foreign and colonia! taxes 
and adjusting the 40 per cent. reserve for un. 
expired risks, there is a profit of £110,243 to 
transfer to profit and loss. This is satisfac. 
tory, being similar to last year, as times 
have continued to be difficult for fire under. 
writers. ‘Trade almost throughout the world 
has been poor, and consequently fire insur. 
ance business has been Bard to get, and, 
perhaps, harder to hold, in the face of severg 
competition. 

As it is usual to regard ‘‘ accident "’ aga 
comprehensive term, I may usefully amalga. 
mate the figures of the personal accident, 
employers’ liability and general accounts so 
that the shareholders may see the combined 
result of this important EX of our activities, 
The premium income shows an increase of 
£74,365 over 1924, which is gratifying, in 
view of the conservative policy that the 
Board has maintained, especially in the 
United States. he premiums, at £1,556,716, 
are the biggest yet recorded in the accident 
branch of the business, and, after debiting 
outgoings and making proper provision for a 
rac “Sn claims, there is an underwriting 
profit of £90,185. 

The marine account shows some further 
eontraction, the premium income for the 
year being £321,373. ‘The underwriting year 
1924 has been closed, and has resulted in a 
loss of £6,771, which has been made up by a 
transfer from profit and loss. The balances 
available for running off 1924 and preceding 
years are, in the opinion of our expert 
advisers, more than sufficient. 

Turning to the profit and loss account, it 
will be seen that our income from. interest, 
after deduction of tax, is £171,651, and the 
profits transferred from the fire and accident 
accounts amount to £200,426.

MESSAGE, 


Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, the President of 
the Executive Council of the Free

I am happy to avail myself of the oppor- 
tunity afforded by the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger to send most hearty greetings for 
St. Patrick's Day to all Irish readers and 
their friends. 

It is natural for Irishmen everywhere, 
as their thoughts turn homewards on 
St. Patrick’s Day, to ask how the home 
country has fared in the year that has 
gone. All will want to know what progress 
has been made towards the realisation of 
those ideals which have so long inspired 
all who most reverence the name of our 
Patron Saint. 
The return of St. Patrick’s Day marks 
another year of progress. We have made 
an advance, not only in material improve- 
ments which are necessary to the indus- 
trial life of the community, but also in 
the growth throughout the State of that 
spirit which alone makes national great- 
ness possible. The people have turned 
their minds from barren controversy. They 
have realised that political freedom is 
theirs, and have accepted the responsi- 
bility of constitutional liberty.

SAVING FREE STATE 
SCHOOLS, 


B fen following proposals for the settle 

ment of the question of the Free State 

Medical Register were submitted to Presi- 
dent Cosgrave and Mr. P, McGilligan, 
Minister. for Industry and Commerce, on 
December 21st, 1925, by a committee acting 
on behalf of the medical profession in the 
Free State :— 
' “Tn order to give effect to the wishes 
of the Saorstat Government to control 
the registration and the discipline of 
medical practitioners in the Saorstat, 
and at the same time to preserve the 
educational advantages and the world- 
wide status given by the partnership in 
the General Medical Council, the follow- 
ing procedure is suggested : 

“‘1— Renew the partnership in the General 
Medical Council until such time as 
either the Government’ of the 
Saorstat or of England may apply 
for a termination of such partuer- 
ship. 

“2—(a) The Government of the Saorstat 
to set up a Medical Register for the 
Saorstat, and a Medical Council to 
supervise and control such Register. 

“ (b) Direct the Saorstat Medical Coun- 
cil that any person of good repute 
who holds a. medical degree or 
qualification from a university or 
college, etc., which is recognised by 
the Saorstat Medical Council, shall 
be eligible for entry upon the 
Saorstat Medical Register. 

“(c) Direct the Saorstat Medical Coun- 
cil that, in addition to the uni- 
versities and colleges, ete., which 
may be recognised by the Saorstat 
Medical Council, any university. or 
school, etc., which may be recog- 
nised from time to time by the 
General Medical Council, shall be 
recognised by the Saorstat Medical 
Council. ; 

“(d) Pass a law that any citizen of 
the Saorstat who may wish to 
practise in the Saorstat must have 
his name upon the Saorstat Medical 
Register. 

“(e) Pass a law that any person who 
is not a citizen of the Saorstat 
shall be debarred from practising 
in the Saorstat unless his name is 
upon the Saorstat’ Medical Register 
or upon some section of the General 
Medical Register.” 

HISTORY OF PROPOSALS. 

These proposals were evolved after ccn- 
siderable thought and “iscussion by an ad- 
visory sub-committee composed of some cf 
the most eminent medical practitioners in 
Dublin, which was set up at a general meet-

EXPLANATIONS. 

As these proposals stand in their skeleton 
form, they need some explanation to make 
their meaning clear. The basic suggestion is 
that the present system of registration on 
the General Medical Register shall be allowed 
to stand, and that, ‘‘ in order to give effect 
to the wishes of the’ Saorstat Government to 
control the registration and the discipline of 
medical practitioners in the Saorstat,”” a 
separate medical register, with a supervising 
Medical Council, shall be established. 
If this is done, a student who qualifies at 
any recognised Free State University or 
school will be compelled to enter his name 
“in the Saorstat Medical Register, if he wishes 
to practise in the Saorstat; but he need not 


do so he intends to practise outside 
the Free . State. In this ' case 'he 
will enter his name on the General 
Medical Register. It will be -lmost 


essential for him, however, to have his name 
inserted on both registers, since, before he 
can hope to obtain a post or practice, either 
in England or in the Dominions, he will need 
to have had some practical .experience in 
hospitals or as assistant to an established 
medical practitioner. Double registration 
will involve the payment of double fees— 
approximately £10, instéad of £5. 


COST OF. SEPARATE REGISTER. 

It has been estimated that the upkeep of a 
separate medical register will cost the 
Government a vearly outlay of between £1,000 
and £2,000. The initial expenses of setting 
up the separate register will, of course, be 
much greater. i 
The final clanse in the proposals is very 
important. - If it is inserted in the Govern- 
ment’s bill it will mean the establishment of 
reciprocal relations between the two countries. 
Any citizen of the British Empire who is 
registered on the General Medical Register, or 
any person on its foreign list, will be entitled 
to practise in the Free State without being 
registered on the Saorstat Medical Register. 
Clause 2 c. is a trifle ambiguous, but in its 
direct implication it would mean that the 
curriculum recognised in universities, schools 
or colleges in the Free State by the General 
Medical Council will also be recognised by the 
Saorstat Medical Council. It comes down to 
this—that the-curriculum approved bv the 
General Medical Council for use in all the 
Free State medical schools must be recognised 
and approved by the Saorstat Medical-Council, 
because the General Medical Council will deny 
to any student qualified in a school or college 
where its curriculum is not used, the right of 
entry on the General Medical Register.

Educated in 
German engineering schools at Berlin and 
Charlottenburg, he was first employed in the 
erection at Silesia’ of the first really high 
tension transmission plant ever erected on 
the Continent. Subsequently, he revolu- 
tionised the electrification scheme of Stras- 
burg (Alsace), linking up thereby no fewer 
than 97 municipalities and some hundreds of 
factories. : 

Following sg this work his services “ere 
requisitioned by the Governments of Russia 
and South Africa, but it has been in America 
during the last twenty years that Dr. Soth- 
mann’s most important work has been ac- 
complished. On his appointment as Chief 
Electrical Engineer to the Government of 
Ontario in 1906, his first undertaking was the 
construction of the huge plant of the Hydro- 
Electric Commission at Niagara Falls. After 
a wide experience of Governmental undertak- 
ings of this character, Dr. Sothmann retired 
finally from Government service about four- 
teen years ago and established himself as a 
private consulting engineer, with headquarters 
at New York. 


AN AMBITIOUS SCHEME, 
Discussing the Shannon scheme with an 
interviewer, Dr. Sothmann declared that it 
offered.a wonderful opportunity to the Irish 
people, and saeedeed the hope that they 
would be ready to seize it. Doubts had been 
expressed as to the wisdom of embarking on 
such an ambitious scheme, but as they had 
proved. illusory in the case of similar under- 
takings elsewhere, he was quite certain that 
it would be the same with the Free State 
scheme. He personally had no doubts, and 
he believed that what had happened in the 
= of the Ontario scheme would happen 
1ere. 

‘‘ With the Ontario scheme when we pro- 
ae to start with an installation of 8,000 
orse par we were met, with the objections 
that the money could not be got, that there 
would never be the demand to justify the 
expenditure and that the farmers were con- 
servative and could never be induced to use 
electricity. That was twentv years ago,” he 
commented, ‘‘and to-day Ontario instaHa- 
tions have a capacity of 800,000 horse-power, 
and they will soon be looking for more. That 
is what is going to happen in Ireland. Not 
only will the output of the partial Shannon 
scheme development be absorbed, but also 
that of the fuller development of 400,000 
horse-power. Nor will: you stop there. In 
time you will be harnessing the other rivers. 
and even then you will be looking for still 
other sources of supply.” 3

INCREASED EXODUS FROM 


FREE STATE. 
During 1925 the number of emigrants from 
the Irish Free ftate to non-European 
countries was 350,183, as against 19,077 in 
the previous year.

WHAT MR. CHURCHILL WANTS 
TO REALISE ESTIMATE 


Although the national revenue last week— 
£21,654,715—was, with one exception, the 
lowest. weekly return this year, there does not 
seem to be much doubt that Mr. Churchill’s 
Budget estimate of the total revenue for 
1925-1926 being realised. 

Towards the £801,060,000, at which figure 
he placed the receipts, the sum of 
£750,167,617 has been collected up to March 
15th, leaving a balance of £50,892,383 to be 
gathered in during the next two and a half 
weeks, which will complete the financial year. 

Since January 1the Exchequer receipts have 
amounted to £250,488,691, a weekly average 
of 25 millions. 

The expenditure last week 
£9,331,779, and the surplus of receipts has 
reduced the outstanding floating debt to 
£715,926,000, a decrease compared with last 
year of £28,750,000, and £26,250,000 less 
than the amount at which it stood on March 
Sist, 1926 

The coal subsid? and supplementary esti- 
mates are responsible for the addition of 
£25,985,000 to the Budget estimate of ex- 
penditure, bringing it up to £825,385,000, a 
figure which converts the Chancellor’s 
original paper surplus of £1,660,000 into a 
deficit of £24,525,000. 

To balance the year’s accounts revenue 
would have to provide a sum of £75,217,383 
before the end of the month. That this is 
highly improbable was _ indicated by Mr. 
Churchill in his recent speech at Belfast, 
when he stated that the unforeseen coal sub- 
sidy could not be met out of the year's 
revenue. 

The revenue is .nearly £4,000,000 above 
that at the corresponding date of 1925, the 
expansion being due to increases of Customs 
£5,000,000, motor vehicle duties £2,000,000, 
super tax £8.000,000, and miscellaneous re- 
ceipts £7,500,000.

THE ARABIA. 


NO TRACE OF SHIP On, 
_/ CREW, 


All hope has been abandoned of the safety 
of the crew of the German steamship Arabia, 
which has been missing since she left Dart- 
mouth on the Ist inst., en route for Limerick, 
with a cargo of 1,750 tons of rails and “loco- 
motives for use on the Shannon scheme. 
Captain Bernholt was the master of the 
Arabia, and had under him a crew of twenty 
officers and men. 

As was announced in the /rish Times of 
yesterday, no eye appears. to have seen the 
Arabia since it steamed out of Dartmouth on 
its way to Ireland, and its fate seems destined 
to become another mystery of the sea.’ It is 
thought that the steamer was caught ‘midway 
across the Irish Sea in the great gale of the 
2nd and 3rd instants, and, owing to the shift- 
ing of the heavy deck cargo of locomotives, 
became lopsided and turned turtle. 


AGENTS’ INQUIRIES. 

The disaster would have occurred in the 
space of a few minutes, and ‘this might 
account for the fact that no wireless distress 
signals were received from the ship. Th 
Arabia was due in Limerick on the órd or 
4th instant. 

When the ship was three days overdue the 
Limerick Steamship Company, agents for the 
owners, the Hamburg-Rhein Company, com. 
municated with Dartmouth and were informed 
that the Arabia had called there and had left 
at 5 p.m. ou the 1st instant, having remained 
about an hour to re-coal. Radio messages 
were then sent out by the wireless stations at 
Dartmouth and Valencia with.a view to ascer- 
taining the position of the Arabia, but with- 
out success. 

The Limerick agents and the owners in 
Hamburg began to get anxious regarding the 
safety of the ship, and at the beginning of 
last week the Coast Life-Saving “Service 
stations and the Civic Guard Stations along 
the South coast of Ireland were communicated 
with and told to look out for any signs of the 
Arabia or her crew. The searches, however, 
bore no fruit. ' 


SISTER SHIP’S LOOK OUT. 

‘It was at first thought. that the Arabia 
might have sought shelter frem the storm in 
some creek or small, harbour along: the coast 
and remained there stormbound. A sister- 
ship, the Ambria, left Emdem on the 5th 
instant for Limerick, with a general cargo, 
for use on the Shannon scheme. She arrived 
at Dartmouth on the 1lth instant. and was 
there informed to keep a sparp lookout for 
the Arabia or her crew fon the way to 
Limerick. She saw no sign of either. 

One inexplicable fact which now comes to 
light is that the Arabia was not seen to pass 
the Lizard Light Signal Station at’ Land’s 
End after she left Dartmouth. The Lizard 
Signal Station takes note of all vessels that 
pass. It might have happened, however, that 
in view of the bad weather that was then 
coming up the Arabia stood well out to sea,

£10,000,000'a year, each year progressively. 
It is now admitted that, with the new 
expenditure to which the Government is com- 
mitted, such a net reduction cannot be 
achieved, though a cut of £10,000,000 on the 
actual recurring expenditure is possible. But 
Mr. Churchill’s speech has cleared the air, 
and the Government do not anticipate any 
reduction in their normal majority when the 
division takes place this evening.

CARLOW STABBING CASE. 


SENTENCE OF TEN YEARS’ 
PENAL SERVITUDE. 


(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) ' | 
In the Central Criminal Court, Dublin, yes- 
terday, the trial was resmed of Denis 


of John Kirwan, aged 60, a farmer, of Borris, 
Co. Carlow, by stabbing him, on the 10th 
of June last. ; 
The jury, after an hour’s consideration, 
found him guilty of manslaughter, and he 
was sentenced to ten years’ penal servitude. 
Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr, os | 


Wood, K.C. (instructed by Mr. P. J. Byrne), 
defended. ; 

The accused man was examined, and said 
that on June 10th, 1925, as he was approach- 
ing Kirwan’s house he saw a man standing 
in a ditch, whom he took to be John Kirwan, 
the deceased man. He (the accused) passed 
on and entered the house, and just as he 
rot, into the scullery he was attacked from 
behind by John Kirwan, who, catching him 
by the neck, shoved him across the scullery 
and dashed him against the wall, stunning 
him. The place was in darkness, and he 
struggled, but could not get away from. 
Kirwan. The latter knocked him down on his 
back, and, gripping him with both hands, 
tried to strangle him. ' 

“ I could not get from under him; he was 


‘and I thought that he was going to kill 
I put my hand in my right coat pocket 
and took out my knife. I stabbed at his 
hands, trying to free myself; he eventually 
took away one of them, and then, slightly 
raising himself, I struck upwards with the 
knife, bat I did not know what part of him 
I struck. It was dark, and I did not know 
where-I was striking. .I did not mean to do 
the man any harm. Then I felt the blood 
gushing over me with: great force, and I 
threw the knife out of my hand. Kirwan 
fell over me, and I struggled to get up, and 
finally did so. 

“ Patrick Kirwan then appeared at the 
door, and I shouted to him that he tried to 
kill me, and he said to go away, and I did 
so. F washed myself as well as I could in 
the stream to take the blood off me.’ 

Continuing, he said that he did not know 
that he had killed Kirwan when he was 
going away. nor had he the slightest inten- 
tions of muéring him. At that time he was 
badly fed and in a weak condition. 

THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Carrigan, the 
accused said that Kirwan beat him on Christ- 
mas morning with half a shovel handle, when 
be found him in his wife’s bedroom. 

Do you think you deserved the thrashing 
you got at the hands of an indignant 
husband ?—I do not think so. 

Does that mean you did not think that you 
had done wrong ?—I was foolish. 

Did you jump or were you thrown out of 
the window ?—I was thrown out. 

And you were found in the same room a 
fortnight later by Mr. Kirwan “—I was. 

Was it merely foolishness. or deliberate 
villainy that brought you back to the room “— 
Mrs. Kirwan asked _ to come there occa- 
ionally to see the child. 

" Yee, that was the child which passed off as 
John Kirwan’s son. So it was parental affec- 
tion that brought you back to his bedroom in 


And you got another thrashing from John 
Kirwan ?—I did. | 

Continuing to reply to guestions, he said 
that on the 8th June he had been beaten by 
disguised men. He told Mrs. Kirwan and 
showed ber the marks on his legs. It was a 
Sunday night. 

SANDWICHES IN A DITCH.

Mr. Carrigan—It was in self-defence you 
stabbed this man ?—Absolutely. 

When did you first know that Kirwan was 
dead ?— When I was arrested at Carnew. 

His Lordship, in sentencing the prisoner, 
said that the jury took a very merciful view 
of the crime. It was not for him to comment 
on the verdict in any way; for-the jury were 
entitled to bring in that verdict. 


BRAY URBAN COUNCIL’S 
ACTION. 


CHAIRMAN OF ELECTRICITY 
COMMITTEE RESIGNS. 

Mr. D. Frame has resigned from the chair- 
manship of the Electricity Committee of the 
Bray Urban Council. 

In a letter read at the meeting of the 
Council last night, Mr. Frame states that, 
owing to the decision of the Council in re- 
fusing to give to the Minister of Industry 
and Commerce the assurance asked for by 
him with regard to the surplus revenue of 
the electricity undertaking, and in taking a 
further £1,000 from that revenue for the 
general rates, although the Council had been 
warned that they had no legal authority to 
do so, he felt that he could not take any 
other course than to place in the hands of 
the Council his resignation of the chairman- 
ship of the Electricity Committee. 

The resignation was accepted, with regret. 

The Town Clerk said that there was an 
application to be heard at an inquiry to 
charge 10d. per unit. It was decided, on the 
motion of Mr. Doyle, seconded by Mr. Ryan, 
to withdraw the application, and to charge 
8d. per unit instead of 10d., as at present.

In the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day, Mr. J. M. Andrews, Minister of Labour, 
moved the second reading of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance (Agreement) Bill, He said 
that its object was to ratify the agreement 
entered into between the British Government 
and the Northern Government for the purpose 
of establishing a mutual reinsurance scheme 
in order to ensure that insured persons 
throughout Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land would receive for equal ‘contributions 
equal, benefits. 

It had been stated that the Northern Go- 
vernment should never have accepted any 
responsibilities for dealing with unemployment 
insurance, but he would like to make it clear 
that they had no option. Since the fund was 
divided they had frequently impressed upon 
successive British Governments the injustice 
that had been done to Northern Ireland. In 
September last the deficit upon their fund 
was $3,614,000. : 

It was proposed that the unemployment 
funds of Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
should be maintained in a state of parity in 
respect of the period from’ the Ist October, 
1925, to the 3lst Marchy,1926, and for the 
four succeeding years. It@vas estimated that 
the payment from the perial Exchequer 
this year would be about }£680,000, leaving 
about £335,000 to be found by the Northern 
Ireland . Government beypnd its normal 
contribution. i

ployment Fund amounted fo £14 per head 
of the insured population c@eapfared with 15s. 
per head in Great Britain. The Northern 
Government suggested that the two un- 
employment funds should be re-amalgamated 
for the time being. That was not acceptable 
to the British Government, and the scheme 
in the bill was evolved. If the burden im- 
posed in the bill was beyond the capacity of 
Northern Ireland to bear, the only solution 
would be re-amalgamation. 
THE LABOUR VIEW. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) welcomed the bill. 
He said that he would have preferred if there 
had been a complete re-amalgamation. The 
time was not far distant when the funds 
would: have to be re-amalgamated either with 
the rest of Ireland or Great Britain alone. 
The best interest of the workers would be 
served by one large unemployment fund. If 
the government were prepared to walk step 
by step with Great Britain in regard to the 
treatment of unemployed workers he was 
with them, but they must remember that 
their duty to the unemployed did not end 
with paying the same insurance benefit : they 
must compel boards of guardians to grant the 
same measure of outdoor relief as operated in 
Great Britain. 

Mr. J. Devlin said that the bill made clear 
the failure of partition. 

This statement immediately brought Mr. 
Andrews to his feet. He said that he wished 
to make it clear that it was partition between 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland that pro- 
duced this trouble, and not the question of 
partition between Northern Ireland and the 
Free State. 

Mr. Devlin said that he knew that they 
would be frightened by thé mention of the 
Free State. Whatever form partition took. 
the Minister’s speech was an impeachment of 
the policy of partition. It was an admission 
that the Ulster Government was not able to 
carry out its responsibilities. Mr, Andrews 
might not have been responsible for the divi- 
sion of the Unemployment Fund by the Act 
of 1920, but the Ulster representatives in the 
Imperial Parliament at. that time were respon- 
sible, and he never heard Sir James Craig 
raising his voice against it. On ‘the 
contrary, they were so full of their own 
self-sufficiency that they believed that when 
they got an Ulster Parliament they would 
walk along a primrose path and would never 
meet with any difficulties whatever, and that 
the magic wand of the Prime Minister would 
maintain enduring prosperity. 

It was not true to state that the treatment 
of the unemployed in Northern Ireland was 
not inferior to that extended to the unem- 
ployed in Great Britain, He asked the 
Prime Minister to tell them how he intended 
to handle the unemployed problem in a per- 
manent form apart from the payment of un- 
employment benefit, and what he intended to 
do in regard to the suggestions made from 
that side of the House. He did not wish to 


discuss the matter in a party manner; he 
wished to co-operate with the Government or 
anybody who would help io find a solution 
of the unemployment problem, and get many 
of the 60,000 people now out of unemploy- 
ment back to work. 

The bill was read a second time. 

HOUSING BILL. > 

Sir Dawson Bates, Minister for Hothe 

Afiairs, moving the second reading’ of the 
Housing Bill, said that its object was to 
extend for another year the operations of 
the Housing Act of 1925. The bill sought 
power, in addition, to extend the subsidy in 
exceptional circumstances to a reduced size 
of house of 550 superficial feet. The policy 
of the Government had been to encourage 
private building, and it would continue to 
0 so. 
Mr. Kyle (Labour) condemned the pro- 
posal to build a smaller type of house. 
Mr. T. N. McMullan (Unionist) said that 
the houses that had already been built had 
got into the hands of those for whom they 
were not intended. Owing to the high 
rents charged others were able to get them, 
including civil servants. 

Mr, Pubenes Henderson (Unionist Labour) 
said he deprecated the erection of two- 
roomed heuses. Many working class families 
in Belfast consisted of ten or twelve chil- 
dren. He considered that the Government 
should not sanction the building of any 
ee that had not three bedrooms and a 
ath. 

Mr. W. McMullan said that he strenuously 
mair the building of two-roomed houses. 
If any of them were built he thought the 
Minister of Home Affairs should be com- 
pelled to live in one for twelve months. 

Mrs. Chichester said that while the Labour 
members might speak for the Belfast 
workers in that matter they did not repre- 
sent the rural workers. She was thankful 
for the extension of the subsidy, as builders 


in the country were only becoming aware of 
the advantages of the subsidy. 


“TOO MANY DUMMIES.” 
Mr. Joseph Devlin said in his opinion next 
to unemployment the most pressing and most 
human of all their problems was the housing 
of the working classes. He would not givea 
farthing of a subsidy unless to a builder who 
constructed a decent house at a rent that-the 
people could pay. It was impossible for an 
ordinary adult to crush himself into a bed- 
room in some of the houses built by the Bel- 
fast Corporation. The Government did not 
seem to have the mentality to understand any 
desire for uplift on the part of the people, 
any desire for better and cleaner conditions. 
He declared that there were too many 
dummies on the Government benches, and 
added that they would not destroy the Ulster

tions. How could they justify compelling a 
faimily, even of only two, to live in the con- 
ditions which they were trying to per- 
petuate. 

The bill was read a second time.

ECONOMY BILL, 


SAVINGS ON INSURANCE 
AND OTHER SERVICES, 


CHANCELLOR'S PLANS 
EXPLAINED.

The itouse of Commons had a very scanty 
attendance this afternoon, and the list of 
eighty-seven questions was run’ through in 
an: almost-perfunctory manner. : Commandar 
Kenworthy asked Sir L; Worthington-Evans 
the annual cost.of the mounted sentries at 
the Horse Guards. The reply was ‘that it 
would be impossible to asséss separately the 
cost. of the sentries. It would only prevent 
the horses from being used, and would save 
no expense if the present sentries were re- 
placed by foot-soldijer:. . 

Dr. Watts, who,»was anxious that the 
House should not indulge in late ‘siftings, 
was assured by the Prime Minister that he 
felt a rapidly-inéreasing sympathy with the 
sentiment, Commander Se eacathey asked 
whether the new Government’s intentions 
with. regard ‘to the report of ‘the Committee 
on Broadcasting. could. be announced,” but 
was informed that nothing could be said 
before Easter. 

CHANCELLOR AND HIS BILL. 

The first big bill of the session—the 
Economy (Miscellaneous Provisions) Bill— 
-afforded Mr. Winston Churchill a splendid 
opportunity for the exercise of his talents 
as a Parliamentary debater of the first order, 
and, incidentally, it enabled him to antici- 
pa@his Budget speech in so far as a detailed 
review of the situation in regard to national 
finance was concerned. Members, after a 
long series of days, and often nights, spent 
on the somewhat dreary details inseparable 
from estimates, supplementary and otherwise, 
welcomed a first-class debate on a first-class 
subject, and a crowded House sat attentively 
throughout a speech which lasted for an hour 
andahalf. It is true that the major part of the 
Chancellor’s speech was devoted not. so much 
to showing what. economies could be effected 
as to explaining why expenditure in many 

uarters could. not: be reduced. . But really 
this mattered very little. It was Mr. 
Churchill speaking, and that was sufficient 
attraction for most. 

The Chancellor, in moving the second 
reading of the “bill, began by warning the 
House that they were not to expect anything 
of a révolutionar~ character. He did not 
wish to encourage extravagant expectations, 
which would be followed by the reaction of 
disappointment. He propounded two main 
questions, which he proposed to nnswer— 
“Were the proposals 2 the bill right ?’’ 
Labour cries of “ No,” and “ Why 
not more economy proposals ?”” 
preliminary Mr. Churchill 
exhaustive examination of t 
national finance. He started with the 
Health Insurance Fund, and went into 
figures for the purpose .of showing thet the 
State had been exceedingly generous in meet- 
ing liabilities, and that the time had come 
when they might reason&bly reduce thair con- 
tributions. The Fund was in an exceedingly 
prosperous condition, and, without any in- 
justice to beneficiaries, he considered that 
they might reasonably look to a saving of 
some 23 millions. 

Then there had been an improvement in 
the Unemployment Insurance Fund, due to 
stricter administration and to improved trade 
conditions. There were laughter and _ in- 
terruptions at this statement, which led Mr. 
Churchill to say that he had a long way to 
go, and he did not want needlessly to be 
drawn from his beaten track. 


NATIONAL EXPENDITURE. 

Proceeding, he said that he excluded from 

his estimates any possibility of a vast col- 
lapse in industry. due to the cessation of 
work in the coal fields, and on the basis 
that nothing at present unforeseen occurred, 
he placed the  wnational expenditure 
for the coming financial year at, about 800 
millions, the figure which it had stood for 
the last three years. There was obligatory 
expenditure, which totalled £476,000,000, 
and included debt charges and pensions of 
all kinds. He repudiated the suggestion that 
part of the interest on the War Debt should 
be wiped out, as, not only dishonourable, 
but stupidly unfair, and a fraudulent ex- 
pedient, to which a capital levy was prefer- 
able. 
Then there were Government grants 
These were not obligatory in the sense that 
it would be dishonourable to abandon or re- 
duce them; but they nearly all affected the 
local authorities and the rates, and it could 
not be said to be a very satisfactory field in 
which to effect economies. The local authori- 
ties called the tune, and it only remained to 
calculate the percentage on which the Ex- 
chequer paid the piper. He did, however, 
think that unless a move was made from the 
percentage to the block-grant system, ever 
growing charges would automatically fasten 
themselves on the national finance. 

In SE with the . self-supporting ser- 

vices—the Post Office and the Ministry of 
Transport—the Chancellor went so far as to 
disclose one Budget secret, by stating that 
he had some proposals to make in regard to 
the Road Fund in due course. There was 
another orgie of figures, but what it all came 
to was that he could only find his economies 
In connection with the cost of the defence 
and administrative services. How was it to 
be done? 
To keep the estimates for the year at 800 
millions, he had to face an excess expendi- 
ture of 38 millions, which had to be met out 
of the 165 millions. He estimated savings 
on the defence services at 10 millions. Four 
millions might be saved under minor heads, 
but for the rest he relied upon the provision 
of the bill and Budget proposals. All this, he 
hoped, would carry them through a difficult 
financial year” without the necessity ct 
re-imposing burdensome taxation, or resorting 
to unsound financial expedients. 


REJECTION MOVED. 

Mr. Snowden, in moving the rejection of the 
bill, complimented the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer upon his command of the English 
language, but condoled with him on his 
lamentable ignorance of the elementary prin- 
ciples of national finance. He suggested that 
Mr. Charchill would best serve his own and 
his country’s interest by frankly acknowledg- 
ing that he did not know his job. The Chan. 
cellor, said Mr. Snowden, had failed miserably 
it his pursuit of economy. All that he had 
done was so to manipulate figures as to create 
the impression of having effected reductions. 
whereas he was simply transferring the cost of 
certain social services from the Exchequer to 
the local authorities. 

“ The right hon. gentleman,” continued Mr. 
Snowden, ‘‘has been in labour for twelve 
months aad has brought forth an abortion 
which ir not even worth the maternity 
benefit.’’ 
Sir John Simon followed up this attack with 
another one on his own account. He described 
the proposals of the bill as grotesque, and 
complained of the raiding of the Insurance 
Fund in the sacred name of economy. After 
all the talk about a saving of ten millions a 
year, the Chancellor, by straining every nerve, 
had produced “‘ this wretched little bill.” 


‘* VITUPERATION.”’ 
Mr. Duff Cooper’s one tribute to Mr. 
Snowden was that, so far as vituperation was 
concerned, he stood in a class by himself. 
ut it was, perhaps, much better that he 
Should reserve his taunts and gibes and bitter 
sayings for that House than that he should 
broadcast them throughout Europe, as he had 
recently done in an interview, when, said 
Mr. Cooper, he declared that, no matter what 
Government was in power in France, there 
would always be French conspirators at 
Geneva. Such a statement was nothing less 
than an outrage on international decency. 
_In the discussion that followed, Conserva- 
tive members generally welcomed the bill as 
@ step in the right direction, but there were 
one or two exceptions. Mr. Geoffrey Peto, 
for instance, was very much disappointed at 
the paucity of effective proposals for economy, 
but he intended to vote for the bill on the 
principle that a good farthing was better than 
4 bad shilling. Mr. Remer, the Conservative 
member for Macclesfield, was more outspoken. 
He ‘saw no economy at adbeín the bill. All 
that was being done was to rob Peter to pay 
Paul. In City parlance, it was “' kite-flying,”’ 
which meant. that two people who were finan- 
cially embarrassed gave accommodation bills 
to each other. He had no intention of bein 
hood-winked by the Chancellor, and woul 
vote against the bill. 
The debate was adjourned at 11 o'clock.

OBITUARY. 


MAJOR-GENERAL WILLIAM VESEY 
BROWNLOW. 


Major-General William Vesey Brownlow, 
C.B., died at his home, at Hendley, Hamp- 
shire, on last Monday evening, in his eighty- 
fifth year. Some weeks ago he was knocked 
down by a motor car and had his leg broken, 
and he never recovered from the effects of the 
accident, 

Major-General Brownlow was the son of 
William and Charlotte Brownlow, of Knapton 
House, Queen’s County, and was born on the 
14th of June, 1841. Educated privately, he 
served with the First Dragoon Guards in the 
Zulu War of 1879,and was promoted Brevet- 
Major. In the Boer War of 1880-1881 he 
was in command of a mounted force, and had 
the rank of Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel. From 
1882 to 1888 he was Assistant Commandant 
of the Cavalry Depot, and from the following 
year till 1894 he commanded a regimental] dis- 
trict. In 1898 he was promoted Major-General, 
and in 1901 he retired, 

Major-General Brownlow was a Justice of 
the Peace for Hampshire, and had been High 
Sheriff of County Monaghan in 1907. Major- 
General Brownlow married, first, in 1881, Lady 
Anne Henrietta, third daughter of the tenth 
Earl of Stair, who died in 1898, and in 1904 
he married Lady Kathleen Bligh, second 
daughter of the sixth Earl of Darnley. 


MR. AYLMER CAVENDISH 

PEARSON.

Sandakan, of Mr. Aylmer Cavendish Pearson, 
Governor of British North Borneo. Mr. 
Pearson was Governor from 1915 to 1922. and 
was appointed for a second term last year.
